Low-Cost Housing 
Provided for Vets 


More than 170 former servicemen have their names on file with 
Barney Hinkle, in charge of the emergency housing project, which 
will open the doors of 100 apartments for occupancy by these 
veterans sometime in September. 


The selection of 100 applicants 
from am ong those on file w ill be 
decided upon a "first come, first 
served” basis and such other con­ 
siderations, like the extent of a 
veteran’s need from a financial 
standpoint of low-income housing 
and the num ber of dependents in 
his fam ily, it was announced. 


AT THE SAME TIME H inkle 
urged th at other veterans con­ 
tinue to place their applications 
for 
these 
apartm ents, 
because 
these considerations, besides be 
ing first on the list, m ay entitle 
late comers to one of the 100 
apartm ents. 
The project, w hich will be lo­ 
cated on city property at the Field 
Club, is being financed 90 per 
cent by state funds and ten per 


cent by funds obtained through 
the efforts of the Palm Springs 
Em ployer’s association. In actual 
cost the entire proposition will 
not am ount to m ore than $300,000, 
w ith $270,000 coming from the 
state’s $10,000,000 
V e t e r a n ’s 
Em ergency Housing fund. 
The 
$30,000 balance w as underw ritten 
by Village businessm en and bor­ 
row ed at th e bank. 
The buildings in which these 
100 apartm ents w ill be created 
are being converted, and in ter­ 
iors re-designed from buildings 
w hich are now standing on Tor­ 
ney G eneral hospital grounds.

for O fficial Result 


Proposal for the acquisition of 
Torney G eneral Hospital property 
by the city w as apparently d e­ 
feated by the narrow m argin of 
eight votes in Tuesday's election 
but the result will not be defin­ 
ite until next week w hen th e 
final check of all ballots is m ade. 
Tuesday, after one of the m ost 
spirited cam paigns in the city’s 
history, 1116 Villagers w ent to 
the polls, approxim ately 68 p er 
cent of the registered voters. 


FAVORING the acquisition plan 
were 735; against it, 381. 
On the basis of the vote cast 
that day, the proponents needed 
744 votes to w in; the opponents 
373 to block th e plan. The “no” 
vote, therefore, was eight m ore 
than needed w hile the “yes” yote 
fell nine short of the required 
two-thirds. 
But there are still 101 absentee 
ballots to be counted. As soon as 
they are all in, or on Tuesday, the 
deadline for their return, they 
will be counted. 


PROPONENTS, to pull the vic­ 
tory out of the fire, w ill need 
77 of these votes, the regular 
tw o-thirds, or 68 plus the nine 
that they w ere short Tuesday. 
It is a stiff hurdle to overcome 
but those in favor of the hospital 
plan had not conceded defeat to ­ 
day. 
Action was brisk in Tuesday's 
election. Lines formed before the 
polling places before 11 o'clock, 
time 
for th eir 
opening. T here 
were lines before the polls d u r­ 
ing the hour before closing at 
7 p. m. 


IN PRECINCT A. in w hich dis­ 
trict the hospital is located, 567 
w ent to the polls. In Precinct B, 
the southern portion of the V il­ 
lage, 549 votes w ere cast at Snow 
and Littleton's office. Precinct A, 
at Frances Stevens school, com ­ 
prised the consolidated precincts 
2, 3, 4, and 5. Precinct B com ­ 
prised consolidated 1, 6. 7, and 8. 
Precinct A w ent alm ost 3 to 1 
for the proposal but Precinct B, 
although show ing a substantial 
majority, did n o t reach the tw o- 
thirds needed and had sufficient 
“no’s" to shave the lead given at 
Precinct A by eight votes.

THE ADVENT OF AVAK 


Increasing interest in Avak the Great brought hundreds 
of ailing people to Palm Springs this week. Á great many 
were pathetic cases—people who had given up all other 
hope of recovery. The scene around the Arkelian home was 
one of misery and suffering as scores waited to see “the 
healer.” Some had traveled hundreds of miles to bring 
their little child or aged parent in perhaps a last, desper­ 
ate hope of relief for these loved ones. 
In the Village, indeed through the nation, the advent of A vak 
had aroused discussion once more on the subject of m ental healing. 
Stories of “cures" were already being told by people who had 
visited this young, alm ost Christ-like m an who had been brought 
here from afar. All seem ed im pressed w ith his absolute sincerity 
—his devotion to religion and his sym pathy for those who suffer. 
Most of those w ith whom I discussed the subject seem ed skeptical 
and y et unw illing to flatly declare that they disbelieved in m ental 
healing. The concensus of opinion seemed to be th a t relief could 
be expected only in “certain cases.” 


THE SAD PART is that those for whom the doctors believe 
there is no cure will not give up hqpe th a t a m iracle m ight save 
them. It seems to me, for example, that A vak w ould have as much 
chance of restoring sight to the blind or hearing to the deaf as to 
heal a cancer. But reports of miraculous cures persist enough to 
bring hope. Stories have been brought dow n through the centuries 
of m ental healing; strange rites are perform ed over the sick by 
uncivilized tribes in m any lands.

Shows Increases 
Over 1946 Period 


In a relpase issued by the C ali­ 
fornia Electric Power company, 
'A lbert Cage, president, reported 
that consolidated net income for 
the first quarter of 1947 was 5.2 
per cent above the sam e period 
last year, bringing the year ended 
March 31, to $1,344,258 or 3.9 per 
cent below the preceding year. 
Earnings on common stock out­ 
standing on M arch 31, were 76 
cents per share compared w ith 92 
cents for the previous year, re ­ 
flecting 
in 
p a rt 
the 
capital 
changes made during 1946. 


THE 
COMPANY'S e l e c t r i c 
business is continuing to grow at 
a rapid rate, said Cage. During 
the first quarter of the year, two 
and one half tim es as m any new 
custom ers were added as in the 
same 
quarter 
of the previous 
year. Residential and com m er­ 
cial revenue show ed a combined 
increase of 20.5 per cent over the 
same quarter of last y ear and 
total electric revenue increased 
14.3 per cent. 
Ice operations were an im por­ 
tant factor in th e im provem ent 
in the first q u arter despite a se­ 
vere car shortage. 


THE MATTER of pow er sup­ 
ply is continuing to require close 
study 
and 
attention, 
declares 
Cage. O rdinarily, the fact that 
the com pany’s tw o main sources 
of hydro power are served by en­ 
tirely separate w atersheds (the 
Colorado River and the Sierra 
Nevadas) tends to reduce the im­ 
pact of w ater condition. “This 
year, however, w e are facing a 
continuation of restricted opera­ 
tions at Boulder Dam and an 85 
per cent of norm al snow fall in 
the Sierra N evadas and current 
studies 
indicate 
that w e may 
continue to operate our San B er­ 
nardino steam plan t during the 
latter p art of this year to help 
make up these deficiencies,” de­ 
clared Cage.

of 
stockholders in D enver on April 
8, about 74 per cent of th e out­ 
standing stock w as represented 
and ail of the incum bent direc­ 
tors w ere re-elected. 


ON APRIL 16, the B oard of 
D irectors declared the

¡ on Common Stock, payable June 
' 1 to stockholders of record May 
15. 
The company plans to issue 
and sell $4,000,000 of new Cum u­ 
lative Preferred Stock to finance 
the expansion of its business.

A W om an Looks at Avak 


Finds Patience and Faith Predominating 


Trait of Multitude Awaiting Healer 
BY PRISCILLA CHAFFEY 
In the early morning light, the scene was Biblical. So often, 
has the setting of Palm Springs been likened by travelers, to 
the land of GaUlee. We were not the first pilgrims to arnve at 
the gales of the estate where Avak the mystic healer, was in 
residence, although the hour was 5:30 of a still, desert morning. 
We sat in the car, drinking coffee which we had brought with us 
in a thermos. My friend read aloud to me the Epistle of St. 
Matthew. 
_________________________ 
As the shadows shortened and 
the morning advanced, the road 
became a mass of pilgrims arriv­ 
ing by car, and on foot. We took 
our place at the entrance to the 
house to wait our turn in that 
growing sea of human misery. On 
crutches and on pallets they 
waited. Parents held heavy, de­ 
formed children in the gathering 
heat of the sun. By eight o’clock, 
the multitude had increased to 
several hundred. They were rest­ 
ing under rows of oleander heavy 
with white bloom. They sought 
the shade of tall Eucalyptus trees 
which stood motionless in the 
quiet morning air, sending out 
their faint, pungent fragrance. 
ALL FACES were turned to­ 
ward the door which must open 
to admit them to the presence of 
that man they had come from far 
and near to see. They had come; 
with their blindness, their twist­ 
ed limbs, their mental disorders 
which caused them to moan and 
toss about. They had come; with 
patience and with faith. 
The man whom I had brought 
to see Avak was a former news­ 
paper man, who for twenty-five 
years had suffered from a crip­ 
pling and painful arthritis. I had 
known him as a brilliant editorial 
writer, but his temper and pa­ 
tience were both short and easily 
disturbed. I glanced at him from 
time to time with apprehension. 
He looked pale and uncomfort­ 
able, but he remained calm and 
his voice went on reading, as 
those about us listened. 
I said to him, when he had fin­ 
ished, “I hope this isn’t too dif­ 
ficult for you. I have never seen 
you so patient before. Do you feel 
all right?” 
" S O M E T H I N G is coming 
through the walls of that house 
that is making me patient,” he 
answered. "It is intangible, but 
it is effective.” He smiled, “After 
all, if you wait twenty-live years, 
what are a couple more hours?” 
“Look at all these people. Most 
of them are the Latin type, pre­ 
sumably excitable. How quiet 
they are. They too are sustained 
by a strength they do not know 
or understand. I think it is the 
spirit of that man from Iran.” 
At last, at long last, the door 
opened and we were ushered into 
the presence of Avak. 
It was like a dream of Christ. 
The pale young face was com­ 
passionate and thoughtful. Grave­ 
ly and tenderly Avak placed his 
hands on my friend's back. It was 
so very simple, yet the impact of 
the healer’s personality, or spirit, 
was so strong, my friend began to 
tremble. I too, through the in­ 
terpreter. asked for the healer’s 
blessing. 
THERE WAS A POWER in the 
gentle hand he placed upon my 
head which was undescribable. 
As we left the room, my knees 
were shaking, and I had the sense 
of an inner spiritual experience 
which would take time to evalu­ 
ate. As we passed through the 
throng of people who were still 
waiting, they searched our faces 
for signs of a miracle. 
As we drove home, my friend, 
who is usually exteremely talk­ 
ative, had nothing to say, nor did 
I. Finally, over a belated lunch 
he shook his head reflectively. 
"A strange, a curious spiritual 
upheaval. What a wonderful 
thing, to have seen him.” 
"Miracles, you think?” I ques­ 
tioned. 
"By me, is coming no miracle— 
yet," he smiled. "But does it mat­ 
ter? It seems to me, after see­ 
ing Avak, that such an exper­ 
ience is a miracle in itself. It 
makes my human pain and 
crippled back so incidental. They 
just don't matter any more. And 
I believe, cynic that I am, that 
he will make me well. Yes, I 
think he will.”

old girl who was singled out for 
questioning by newsmen. Her 
name was Craee Rios. She has 
been suffering with a brain tu­ 
mor for more than five years. 
She saw Avak for the first time 
Wednesday and when asked if 
she felt Avak would cure her she 
quickly replied: 
"Oh yes. Avak is going to cure 
me. Soon I’ll be out playing all 
day in the sun and I will go to 
school. I’m going to help sweep 
the floor and make the beds,'” 
she said smiling gleefully. 
FEVERENTLY the mother, who 
brought the child from their home 
2118 Trinity street. Los Angeles, 
echoed her offsprings’ cheer and 
faith as tears rolled down her 
face.

“You shall 
get well and help mother,” and 
she turned to newsmen to say 
that she and her child had great 
faith in the healing power of 
She recounted the first visit of 
her child with Avak yesterday. 
Sho said that the girl was so 
blind for years now she has nev­ 
er been able to distinguish be­ 
tween light and dark. 
"Last night as we were sitting 
at home, the lights went out,” 
she explained. "My baby turned 
to me and said: “Mama why did 
you turn out the lights?” 
TODAY, after the child left 
Avak for the second time the im -1 
provement in the child’s gait, 


which is also affected, was notice­ 
able. The mother said that the 
pupils of her child’s eyes which 
have been dilated for so long are 
now reacting for the first time to 
light. 
“One more time with Avak and 
I think my girl will be well,” 
she declared. 
The most heart rending scene 
of all was the spastic paralytic 
figure of Silverio Tiago, Philli- 
pino, of Coachella, who was 
helped through the gate leaning 
heavily on the shoulders of his 
tifteen-year-old son. The father’s 
legs were rubbery, comparable 
witli the action of a puppet's legs 
when the man who pulls the 
strings had forgotten how to do 
it expertly. As the son and the 
father made their way up the 
long driveway to the room where 
Avak held his audience the fath­ 
er’s leet and hands were flailing 
the air in wind-mill fashion as 
he made his way forward w'ith 
great elfort. 
The scene was a different one 
after he left the presence of Avak. 
“Look, cried the senior Tiago, 
"I can walk, i feel much better. 
I must come back to sec Avak 
again and again. I know he will 
completely cure me.” 
And those newspapermen and 
others who had watched the man 
enter the Arkelian ground at 1U 
a. m„ saw a different Tiago leave. 
This time he did not lean so 
heavily on his son’s shoulders. 
He placed his feet firmly on the 
ground and, with much greater 
control of his limbs, marched off 
down the cement driveway, still 
loudly exclaiming to Tiago Jr., 
to obtain another appointment for 
him with Awajc.
